CANADA’S WAR EFFORT 


A Summary in Brief 


1— Practically all the men who will 
comprise new 7th and 8th Army 
Divisions will be trainees called up 
under National Resources Mobiliz- 
ation Act. Formation of 7th and 
8th divisions will not affect over- 
seas programme. . This calis for 
formation overseas of a two-corps 
army. 

2— Basic training facilities in 
Canada to be increased by 50 per 
cent i, e., to handle 15,000 instead 
of 10,000 trainees per month. 

3— Married men between 30 and 
35 to be permitted to enlist in re- 
serve army. 

4— Essential farm workers, Lab- 
our Minister Mitchell announces, 
may be granted indefinite post- 
ponement but not exemption from 
military service. 

5— Government war risk insur- 
ance bill introduced in Commons. 
Free insurance for home-Owners up 
to $3,000 with insurance on chat- 
tels to a limited maximum.

SiOCK SALE 


The Calgary Spring Stock Show op- 
ened and closed last week, and during 
its course established itself as the 
best one of recent years. 

Regarded as the criterion for which 
other shows aim, this year’s display 
continued the fine standard that has 
so characterized it in past years. New 
marks were set in nearly all ways; 
the prices paid for individual animals, 
the total number of animals entered, 
and the total turnover in cash. 

One of the main features of the bid- 
ding this year was the high-low peak 
of enthusiasm. The auctioneers, of 
whom there were four, working in re- 
lays, found that bidding ran _ very 
briskly when quality, well-bred anim- 
als were put on the block, while there 
was little or no excitement at aill 
when the animals showed no breeding.

They are 
excellent workers; in a third factory 
young deaf and dumb women are 
painting shell cases as quickly by 
hand as would others using mechani- 
cal sprayers, 

The deaf and dumb are also found | 
to be specially useful for war work de- . 
manding a keen sense of touch or 
sight, and in most cases their sight is 
exceptional. A group of them— girlr 
—are being trained, for example, as 
examiners of lactron thread at Fort 
Dunlop. “The very keen pride,” the

out, “of such workers as these girls 
in finding that their help is needed by 
their country in its hour of danger 
can well be imagined.”

peace time they send all over the 
world, Their swords go to the milit- 
ary and police forces in the Empire, 
South America, Abyssinia, Egypt and 


other countries, but war has put an.

HOG WEIGHHTS UP

A government states that hog rais- 
ers are to be encouraged to raise the 
weight of Wiltshire sides from the 
present standard of Grade B3 carcas- 
es of from sixty-five to seventy pounds 
up to seventy to seventy-five pounds. 


For two and a half years the call 
has been going forth that more bacon, 


is for the farmer to produce more 
bacon hogs. The people on the other 
side, we were told, were going short. 


Existing standards, nevertheless, had! 


to be retained. 

We have consistently, and so have 
most of the farmers, maintained that 
the quickest and most assured way of 
increasing our pork shipments, was to 
increase the weight of the hog slight- 
ly. According to figures released, the 
average weight of bacon hogs market- 
ed during March was 158 pounds, some 
five to five and a half pounds heavier 
than it was during thepast year. This: 
slight increase in weight on each hog 
has increased the overall shipping of 
pork by approximately fifteen mil- 
lion pounds. Surely, the British public 
will know no difference in their bacon, 
with a difference of barely three per 
cent, but they will certainly not have 
the same trouble in securing it. Why 
the weight could not go up another 
five pounds, and accomplish a further 
increase in shipping, in addition to 
conserving much needed feed over 
here, is a mystery that breeders cer- 
tainly cannot answer, and which it is 
doubtful if officials can either.

HUGH TEMPLIN 


Having completed the first dozen 
stories in this series, perhaps I should 
take time this week to answer the 
questions most often asked me since 
I came back to Canada.

What Changes is the War 
Making in Great Britain?— 


This was my first visit to England 
and therefore I cannot answer from 
my own experience, but among my 
fellow travellers were several who 
had been born in the British Isles, or 
had visited them on several occasions, 
During my stay in England, I met peo- 
ple o fall classes.

Recent changes in the training pro 
gram of the Reserve Army have bees 
issued in line with the program of 
stepping up the number of men on 
strength and insuring a better traine 
ed reserve for the country. 


In contrast with the former system 
where men were paid on a_ basis of 
thirty days a year, fifteen in camp and 
fifteen consisting of night drills on @ 
basis of two nights per working day, 
the new system calls for forty full 
days. This allotment is made up of 
fifteen days in camp, fifteen days of 
night drills, now calculated on a basig 
of three nights to one day, and ten 
days consisting of weekend tactical 
schemes, Not very long before this ore 
der, the men were somewhat dismay- 
ed to hear that the order had been is- 
sued that a day’s pay would have to 
be earned by attending four night 
drills, but this has been somewhat 
changed already.
